Alberta may soon withess the 
building of one of the world’s stra- 
tegic military highways, if current 
anticipations resolve into actions. 
Arrival of a U.S. army commision 
to study the proposed route to 
Alaska through Edmonton, Grande 
Praire, Fort St. John, Fort Nelson, 


an immediate nectssity and ‘that 
negotiations had been opened with 
Ottawa, 


For a considerable time the 
Alberta Government has been pres 
sing the advantages of the ,Inland 
Route to Alaska as the cheapest, 
fastest, easiest to be maintained of 
all four proposed. Now that of- 
ficial interest is aroused, Hon. W.A. 
Fallow is assembling information 
to present in an intensified effort 
to have the ities of the 
Alberta route appreciated, The 
American Commision in Edmonton 
is under instructions to make re— 
commendations to Washington. 


“In 1940 the Joint Defense, Board 
said an Alaska highway was of no 
special interest. In 1941 they said it 
might be of long range advantage. 
Now, President Roosevelt hag 
stated that the U.S.A, is “not in a 
position to repel any and all at- 
tacks on Alaska.” More attention is 
now being given to a road east of 
the Rockies, This would seem to be 
the logical route, and if construsted 
would mean a lot to Alberta. The 
plan to have the road through Bri- 
tish Columbia close to the Pacific 
Ocean is not talked of now.

‘tourists to visit the North land. If 
‘the road is to be a military high- 
way to transport supplies to Alaska 
it would seem logical to build. it 
east of the mountains in a more or 
less direct line from Chicago to 
Edmonton and then northward.

Alberta farmers should aim at 
achieving the standard of quality 
attained by Denmark before the 
war, around 80 per cent of the Dan 
ish pigs grading A. It may be 
a little harder to reach that high 
percentage in this country where 
vigor in hogs is desirable, but a 
high quality must be maintained 
if the British market is to be held 
for Canadian bacon after the war.

Seed Growers and Cereals 

Twenty-eight varicties of wheat, 
oats, barley and flax are officially 
recommended in various parts of the 
prairie provinces, Eight of these are 
wheat, seven are oats, ten are 
barley, and three are flax. 

The production of rust resistant 
varieties of wheat and oats, smooth 
awned barleys and wilt resistant 
flax varieties has done wonders in 
reducing the risks and hazards of 
cereal crop production. Six of the 
eight recommended varieties of 
wheat have been iftroduced within 
the last ten years. 'Two of the rec- 
ommended oat varieties, six of bar- 
ley, and all three flax varieties are 
similarly new. } 

For this achievenient, plant breed- 
ers deserve all the credit they get, 
and more. But we are prone to for- 
get an essential link between plant 
breeders and commercial producers; 
namely, the seed growers. Suppose 
we did not have the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association and its pro- 
vincial branches. Suppose, further, 
that the Dominion Government did 
not provide a fleld and seed inspec- 
tion service through its Plant Prod-

ucts Division, Plant breeders could 
still develop new vari s and dis- 
tribute them to farme: but they 
would deterlorate so fa: largely 


through mixing, that our commercial 
crops would be a mess. 

Seed growers are providing an 
absolutely essential serviee in mein- 
taining supplics of pedigreed seed 
stocks, and they are doling a wonder- 
ful job for a very small material 
reward. If we are to maintain high 
standards of quality, this link - 
tween plant brecders an grain 
growers must not be weakened, 
Registered seed pays good dividends, 
particularly to the commercial grain 
grower. The secd grower’s chief 
reward is pride in a job well done. 


Want Farming 
Recognized 


Recognition of agriculture’s post- 
tion as @ war industry, with an 
adequate quota of skilled labor and 
sufficent income to pay for such 
labor and to maintain equipment 
was urged by the Canadian Feder- 
ation of Agriculture, in the brief 
presented to the Federal Govern- 
ment at the conclusion of their an- 
nual meeting in Ottawa. Price 
levels for agricultural products 
should be based on prices prevail- 
ing at “some earlier period of com- 
parative farm prosperity”, it was 
declared.

Alberta Motor 
Accident Report 


There were 3,183 motor vehicle 
accidents in the province inwhich 
the damage to property exceeded 
$25, in the fiscal year which ended 
March 31, 1941, according to a re- 
port of the provincial secretary's 
department which has been tabled 
in the legislature. 

In the previous year, there were 
6,354 motor vehicle accidents but 


damage in each was less than $50. 

In the 1940-41 fiscal year, there 
were 68 fatal motor accidents in 
this province, compared with 62 in 
1940, 72 in 1939, 55 in 1938 and56 in 
1937. ' 
During the period covered by 
the report, 40 persons were sent to 
jai for being intoxicated while in 
charge of motor vehicles and 62 
were given jail terms for reckless 
driving or other charges which 
involved a motor vehicle. 

Officias of the Alberta Motor As- 
sociation state that the figures on 
the number of motor accidents a- 
gain stress the need of maintain- 
ing the campaigns in this province 
to bring about safer driving on the 
streets and highways.
